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AUDIT 


We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial 
statements of the Town of New Ipswich as of and for the year ended 
December 31, 1998 as listed in the table of contents. These 
general purpose financial statements are the responsibility of the 
Town’s management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on 
these general purpose financial statements based on our audit. 


Except as discussed in the following paragraphs, we conducted our 
audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards. 
Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to 
obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements 
are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on 
a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in 
the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the 
accounting principles used and significant estimates made by 
management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement 
presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis 
for our opinion. 


Government Accounting Standards Board Technical Bulletin 98-1, 
Disclosures about Year 2000 Issues, requires disclosure of certain 
matters regarding the year 2000 issue. The Town of New Ipswich has 
included such disclosures in Note 6C. Because of the unprecedented 
nature of the year 2000 issue, its effects and the success of 
related remediation efforts will not be fully determinable until 
the year 2000 and thereafter. Accordingly, insufficient audit 
evidence exists to support the Town of New Ipswich’s disclosures 
with respect to the year 2000 issue made in Note 6C. Further, we do 
not provide assurance that the Town of New Ipswich is, or will be, 
year 2000 ready, that the Town of New Ipswich’s year 2000 
remediation efforts will be successful in whole or in part, or that 
parties with which the Town of New Ipswich does business will be 
year 2000 ready. 


The general purpose financial statements referred to above do not 
include the general fixed assets account group which should be 
included in order to conform with generally accepted accounting 
principles. As is the case with most municipal entities in the 
State of New Hampshire, the Town of New Ipswich has not maintained 
historical cost records of its fixed assets. The amount that should 
be recorded in the general fixed assets account group is not known. 


In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements 
of the omission described in the preceding paragraph, along with 
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the effects of such adjustments, if any, as might have been 
determined to be necessary had we been able to examine evidence 
regarding year 2000 disclosures, as noted above, the general 
purpose financial statements referred to above present fairly, in 
all material respects, the financial position of the Town of New 
Ipswich, as of December 31, 1998, and the results of its operations 
and the cash flows of its nonexpendable trust funds for the year 
then ended in conformity with generally accepted accounting 
principles. 


Our audit was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the 
general purpose financial statements of the Town of New Ipswich 
taken as a whole. The combining and individual fund financial 
statements listed as schedules in the table of contents are 
presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a 
required part of the general purpose financial statements of the 
Town of New Ipswich. Such information has been subjected to the 
auditing procedures applied in the audit of the general purpose 
financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly presented in 
all material respects in relation to the general purpose financial 
statements taken as a whole.

TAX COLLECTOR 


This has been another one of those “WOW” years in the tax 
department, a year in which everyone was affected. After much ado 
about the school funding issue and almost no agreement by our 
legislators on how to solve it, the state Supreme Court has struck 
out at them a second time declaring in the 13‘ hour (since the 11™ 
hour had long since passed!)that the proposed 3 year phase-in plan 
for donor/recipient towns was declared UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 
Meanwhile, the Department of Revenue and town officials had already 
met and set the new annual rate. I was all set up and ready to 
start printing the tax bills when the news arrived. The 
“unconstitutional” decree dashed my hopes of getting the bills out 
on time and it was back to the “drawing boards” for the 
legislators. The pressure was immediately back on them to enact an 
income or sales tax. 


It seemed that the “politicians” felt than an income tax was more 
acceptable than the “dreaded” sales tax. However a closer study of 
the polls showed that the majority of those who preferred the 
income tax were people who were, for whatever reason, already out 
of the job market. Those for instance who were unemployed or 
already retired strongly favored the income tax, while others who 
had given some consideration to the sales tax, voiced concern that 
even it if was introduced at the 1% or 2% level that it would 
quickly spiral upward to 5 or 6% within a 2 to 3 year period, thus 
driving all the retail business from our state’s border towns back 
to the states from which it came. The Governor and a majority of 
the legislators strongly resisted the income tax while an equally 
large number fought against enactment of the sales tax. With 
little room to maneuver and absolutely no time left, they quickly 
decided to resurrect the bill that the court had declared 
unconstitutional but with one small change. The change was that 
there would be no “phase in” period. Every town would pay an equal 
amount of $6.60 per thousand state education tax adjusted only for 
equalized valuation. This simply meant that if a town was at 100% 
valuation they would pay the $6.60. On the other hand if a town 
was assessed at less than 100% the $6.60 would increase 
proportionately OR if, as in the case of New Ipswich, a town was at 
more than 100% valuation the state rate would decrease 
proportionately as ours did down to $5.02 per thousand. 


We started off the year with a town school tax of $19.94 per 
thousand. That has now been reduced to $7.68. If we add to that 
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the new “state education tax” of $5.02 we still have only $12.70. 
That represents a reduction of $7.24 per thousand or a 30% decrease 
from where we started the year. So if your house was valued at 
$100,000, your taxes dropped a whopping $700 this year. 


Where do we go from here? Thought most taxpayers are elated about 
the “new found” savings, many are very apprehensive about 1) how 
long will it last, or 2) whether it will come back to haunt us in 
another way. My first response is not to try to “outguess the 
guessers” in Concord. This much I do know - the current 
legislation was passed with a “sunset” date of 2003. That date was 
set in an effort to give the legislators enough time to come up 
with a fair, equitable and permanent solution to the school funding 
issue, one that is in the best -nterest of the taxpayers, not the 
“special interest groups”. 


So I say again, WOW, WHAT A YEAR!!! We started off the year with 
the New Hampshire Supreme Court declaring the state legislature's 
solution to the school funding issue unconstitutional and closed 
the year with a 30% reduction in property taxes. And though this 
year's decrease is the biggest reduction ever, if you add to it the 
12% decrease we have had over the last 3 years, you come up with an 
unprecedented 42% reduction. We are the envy of many towns around 
us. Who remembers when the rate was $28.80 per thousand? Well now 
Ciac L£ece 26 $17.37. So the next time you see one of your 
Selectmen/woman or a department head, take the time to thank them 
for the great job they are doing, holding the line on spending and 
getting the most for your tax $$dollars. A little encouragement 
goes a looooong way.

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BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


1999 continued as a follow up to the previous year as many of the 
dedicated volunteers continued in their capacities of planning in 
the areas of landfill closure, the town building complex, and the 
250° anniversary committee. Many of the articles passed at the 
voting booths did so because of the long hours spent by many 
individuals in diligent research and investigative measures to 
ensure that you as taxpayers are getting and will get the most for 
your tax dollars. The reports of the special committees along with 
all the official reports of departments and elected officials are 
contained in this book. We recommend that they all be read 
carefully. 


Article #14 requested a comprehensive study of the public safety 
agencies. Upon its passing this Board contracted with M.R.I. to do 
the study. Many of their recommendations and comments have been 
instituted and others are to follow. The complete report is on 
file at the town office and is available for public inspection at 
any time during office hours. 


Since Chief Raymond Brodley will be retiring in March, a committee 
was appointed to work along with the New Hampshire Municipal 
Association to help select a new police chief. They have been 
meeting on a regular basis and will be making their recommendations 
to the Board in January and February of 2000. We hope to have a 
new chief in place by March 31, 2000. 


During the year because of the long running battle over the 
education funding, it became uncertain what our tax rate was going 
to be. Finally the legislature enacted short term relief with the 
state school tax allowing tax rates to be set. Ours dropped by a 
considerable amount and most taxpayers received a substantial 
decrease. We must caution you however that the battle is still 
going on in Concord and no one really knows what lies ahead. We 
can report that your town is very fiscally stable. Due to a co- 
operative effort between officials and the semi-annual tax billing, 
we haven’t had any borrowing for a number of years with a continued 
good cash flow. 


During the year we were saddened by the passing of Sulo Kolapakka, 
Dana Lawrence, and Carolyn Mercer. Sulo was a long time public 
servant (40 years) as Fire Chief, town highway employee and working 
part time at the landfill. Dana worked at the Highway Department 
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for 18 years, and Carolyn served for many years as a laision with 
the state working on many conservation projects, the landfill 
closure plan, and the town building complex environmental program. 
They are and will be deeply missed. 


In the fall long time secretary Linda Langille accepted a position 
with the town of Dublin. The Board after the interview process 
hired Cheryl Billings to fill the position effective January 4, 
2000. We wish Linda well in all of her future endeavors and thank 
her for all of her past efforts working for New Ipswich. 


We would be remiss if we did not thank all of those individuals who 
helped and assisted us in 1999. Special thanks must be given to 
Joanne Meshna for her untiring efforts in keeping the town office 
on an even keel during the office vacancy. 


Last but not least we would like to thank you the citizens of New 
Ipswich for your cooperation and understanding during the past 
year. Working together we can achieve the goal of making our town 
a better place to live.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The year started with a lot of discussion and mixed feelings of the 
proposed MRI evaluations of emergency services of police, fire, and 
Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service. Due to the fact this evaluation 
was to cost money, it became a hot topic. I myself was not in 
favor of it although I understood that people wanted an alternative 
outlook of operations within each department. The article passed 
and the department welcomed the evaluator. Our favorable report 
was due to the teamwork within the department and the dedicated 
fire officers and firefighters the Town of New Ipswich has. 


This year also saw firefighters come and go. Time commitments are 
the main reason for turnover. It is not surprising as New Ipswich 
joins the growing list of communities experiencing the same problem 
of retaining emergency responders. We will continue to attempt to 
draw interested men and women in an effort to provide our vital 
services to the public.

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FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest 
Ranger, contact your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if 
a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Fire 
permits are required for any open burning unless the ground is 
completely covered with snow where the burning will be done. 
Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and the other 
burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors 
punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. 
Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 


There are eleven Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire 
Division of Forests and Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. During 
the 1999 season Forest Rangers were busy assisting communities with 
suppression of difficult and remote multi-day fires. Forest 
Rangers have also investigated numerous complaints regarding 
violations of the timber harvest and forest fire laws, and taken 
enforcement action to ensure compliance. If you have any questions 
regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, please call our 
office at 271-2217. 


There are 2400 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens 
throughout the state. Each town has a Forest Fire Warden and 
several Deputy Wardens who assist the Forest Rangers with forest 
fire suppression, prevention, and law enforcement. The 1999 fire 
season was a challenging but safe year for wildland firefighters in 
New Hampshire. The severe drought conditions throughout the spring 
and summer months combined with residual effects of 1998 ice storm, 
resulted in a dramatic increase in wildland fires. In addition to 
burning in excess of 452 acres, 35 structures were also impacted by 
wildfire. Wildland fire in the urban interface is a serious 
concern for both landowners and firefighters. Homeowners can help 
protect their structures by maintaining adequate green space around 
them and making sure that houses are properly identified with 
street numbers. 


The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile 
patrols and 3 contract aircraft patrols. This early detection and 
reports from citizens aid in the quick response from local fire 
departments. This is a critical factor in controlling the size of 
wildland fires and keeping the loss of property and suppression 
costs as low as possible.

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


Roadwork completed this year included ditching, shimming with 
coldmix, and chipsealing Page Hill Road, Willard Road, Manley Road, 
King Road, Kangas Road, and sections of Perry and Temple Roads. 
Chipsealing was also done on Porter Hill Road, sections of Old 
Country Road and the recent hard surface of Timbertop Road. Because 
of the extensive work on these roads, we were not able to continue 
hard surfacing more of Timbertop Road, but the plan is to continue 
that next year. 


The department did not ask for any capital expense in a warrant 
article for last year, but this year a proposed article will be 
requesting a replacement backhoe. The plan is to trade our old one 
in and obtain one that has more capabilities such as an extension 
boom, a rotating backhoe bucket for sloping, and a power angle 
plow. The voters support for this article is asked for, in the 
same fashion support has been shown in the past years. It is very 
much appreciated. 


The personnel at the department (as of this writing) include Dennis 
and Gregg Eastman, Ken Saari, and Hazen Fisk III. Mark Tapply left 
the department to pursue as a full time firefighter. I thank him 
for his service to the town in his role as Assistant Road Agent and 
Mechanic. 


Thank you to all the other town departments for their help when 
needed and especially to Joanne Meshna at the town office, who has 
endured a heavy workload after Linda Langille left. And thank you 
to Linda who always helped me and will be greatly missed.

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LANDFILL AND RECYCLING 


The landfill has been continuing in a “holding” pattern, with not 
many newsworthy changes happening. 


Personnel changes are going on as Dave Packard had a medical 
setback and has not been able to work, and new employees Don 
Thompson and Eric Soini are working there along with George Leel, 
Landfill and Recycling Manager, who continues to do a great job. 


One new item we have done is to build a reception hut so we can 
monitor the rubbish coming in. It is very important that no 
material is landfilled that would potentially contaminate the water 


supply. 


We have taken the first step toward closure of the landfill by 
selecting an engineering company to do the work necessary in 
preparation for a closure plan and to submit a closure plan. The 
landfill closure committee did a lot of dedicated work to select 
the best possible firm around.

LANDFILL CLOSURE COMMITTEE 


At its first meeting in August of 1998, the landfill closure 
committee accepted the following charge from the selectman: to 
determine how best to comply with the New Hampshire Department of 
Environmental Service's requirement that New Ipswich close its 
landfill by December 31, 2003; to ascertain what actions should be 
taken prior to closing; and to report recommendations to the 
selectman by September 1,1999. 


By June of 1999, the committee had interviewed seven engineering 
firms and invited five to respond to a request for proposal 
developed in large part by Karen Simms. After studying and 
comparing the proposals, the committee recommended Hoyle Tanner 
Associates (HTA) with whom the selectman signed a contract on 
October 12. 
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In late fall, Chris Albert our HTA project engineer began an 
updated topographic survey at our landfill which will determine the 
current volume of waste and will allow the development of a plan 
for filling the remaining space. He also did an evaluation of on- 
site gravel to determine the suitability of the material for use as 
cover and in a capping system. The next steps will be preparation 
of the preliminary closure plan which addresses issues such as the 
optimal footprint and remaining airspace; the best type of capping 
material, soil or FML (plastic); methane gas and storm water 
management; the closure schedule; and post closure requirements. 
In addition, HTA will evaluate current septage operations in light 
of New Hampshire’s new Septage Management Rules and will prepare a 
schedule for the closure of the existing lagoons. 


Costs associated with landfill closure construction vary, but run 
between $50,000 to $100,000 per acre. These costs do not include 
engineering fees or post-closure monitoring and maintenance costs 
during the thirty-year monitoring period. HTA will provide 
assistance in acquiring financial aid from agencies such as the New 
Hampshire State Revolving Loan fund, community development block 
grants, and the Rural Development Loan/Grant program. 


Every year we are required by the Department of Environmental 
Services to pass a local government financial assurance test. If 
at any time the total cost of landfill closure and post-closure 
exceeds 43% of revenues, the town will be required to post a surety 
bond or letter of credit to make up the difference. Fortunately, 
New Ipswich established in 1994 a landfill closure capital reserve 
fund which at the end of 1999 had approximately $250,000 in it, so 
we have not had to bond for closure. The Landfill Closure 
Committee is recommending that an additional $50,000 be added to 
this savings account again this year.

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PLANNING BOARD 


As noted in last year’s report, New Ipswich appears to be in the 
early stages of a building boom that may match or exceed that of 
the mid-1980's. New Hampshire is the most rapidly growing state in 
New England with much of that growth in Hillsborough County. While 
growth is inevitable, the responsibility of the Planning Board is 
to apply the town’s ordinances and regulations so that growth is 
orderly and in the town’s best interests. Those best interests are 
stated in the Master Plan as preserving the rural character of the 
town, protecting open space, and containing the tax rate. 


The Planning Board has this year approved five subdivisions as 
compared to only two in 1998. In addition, we have approved two 
lot line adjustments and one site plan review and held twenty-two 
public hearings. The number of building permits issued by the 
Building Permit Officer increases from month to month. 


The failure of New Ipswich to have a building code continues to 
concern the Board. Consequently, an amended version of the 
building code that was presented to the voters last year will be on 
the ballot on March 14, 2000. The code, which cites national and 
state building specifications, is needed to assure a level playing 
field for competing contractors, to protect homeowners, to provide 
for life safety, and to prevent costly mistakes in construction and 
reconstruction. The proposed building code is strongly supported 
by the Planning Board, the Conservation Commission, the Board of 
Selectmen, and the Fire Department. 


Don Carlson resigned from the Planning Board as of December 1, 
1999. We will miss Don’s steady leadership as our chairman. He 
set a high standard for firmness, fairness, and consistency.

Please contact Joanne Meshna at the town office 
during regular working hours to make appointments with the ZBA and 
to get any additional information about New Ipswich’s Zoning 
regulations or about Zoning Board procedures. 


1999 saw the resignation of long time board chairman Doug Waitt 
after 10 years of dedicated service to the citizens of New Ipswich. 
Fortunately for all of us, Doug will not be leaving public service 
completely, and we all look forward to his future contributions to 
our community. 


Marianne Messe has taken a place on the board and brings with her 
valued experience that will benefit all the citizens of New 
Ipswich.

The good news for the trustees and the town is that as of the first 
of the year, David Howard will become our sexton. Last spring, 
finding the town without a sexton, two of the trustees volunteered 
to fill in as best as they could for the year. Oiva Anderson and 
Nat Ober found the job challenging and a learning experience. 
There is nothing like on the job training. Moreover, the trustees 
saved the town money, developed a job description for the new 
sexton, managed sixteen burials, sold six new lots, and got through 
the year. With great relief we hand the job over to David Howard. 


Aside from acting as sextons, the trustees developed specifications 
for the maintenance of the cemeteries. Based on these 
specifications, bid for maintenance and mowing were advertised and 
contracts let for 1999 and for 2000. A long range plan for all of 
our cemeteries is being developed and will be ready for review by 
the trustees within the year. The plan will include a proposal to 
develop land for burials adjacent to the Smithville cemetery which 
Ed and Nellie Morrill have donated to the town. Next year the 
trustees will begin on a five-year plan for the repair and 
stabilization of monuments, many of which are damaged and in need 
of work. 


Based on the belief that well maintained cemeteries are a measure 
of how well a town values itself and its citizens, the cemetery 
trustees seek your advice and support.

With the resignation of our dedicated, hard working recreation 
director Grace Shaw early in the year, the recreation committee 
searched diligently to fill her shoes. I decided to take on the 
position knowing that Grace would be a hard act to follow. Grace 
gave it her all in everything she did and the recreation in this 
town has been bigger and better ever since. 


The Earthday celebration was my first project as new director. We 
organized a complete clean up project for Memorial Field and the 
pool house. Numerous residents participated in road clean up 
throughout the town. We got more than we bargained for when Girl 
Scout Troop 833 under the supervision of leaders Maria Szmauz and 
Jan Shultz conducted a beautifying project of the town playground 
and pool house. They called the project “Just Doing Our Part,” and 
boy, they did their part. Flower beds, painting of benches and 
picnic tables, construction of a new bulletin board, a complete 
overhaul within the pool house and more. A big thanks to all the 
girl scouts, leaders and parents. Many residents commented on the 
wonderful job! 


Committee member Kevin Lennon worked diligently on the skating rink 
over the winter months. Mark Fanelli donated a liner which helped 
immensely to hold the water but unfortunately the liner will no 
longer be able to be used another season due to large tears which 
occurred during the skating season. The recreation committee 
currently does not have plans for a skate rink this year because of 
the lack of money to invest in a commercial liner. 


The basketball, baseball, and softball programs ran smoothly under 
the supervision of volunteers Mike Steele, Buddy White, and Lori 
Baron. Again the programs wouldn’t exist without the volunteer 
coaches, umpires, referees, and program coordinators.

The Mascenic Youth Soccer (MYS) Program had another successful fall 
season under the supervision of recreation committee member Brenda 
Salmonson. Volunteer efforts by many parent coaches and referees, 
as always, added immensely to the program. Special thank you to 
Stephen Thompson, Ron Modugno, Ted Hakala, and Heidi Thibodeau for 
their dedication to MYS. The program, which is an instructional 
league, is open to kindergarten to sixth grade and had 236 children 
participated in the 1999 season. MYS brought “Ketchum’s Kickers” 
soccer camp to town for the third year. Eighty Children 
participated and had a great week learning soccer skills at the 
town field. 


Again this year, Brenda Salmonson and Lou Chatel of the New Ipswich 
Police Department organized the Bicycle Helmet Safety Program. 
Helmet participants earn” free sodas, ice cream, and slushes 
(thanks to Pic-a-Deli and New Ipswich Market), as well as having a 
chance to win the grand prizes, a BMX bike and helmets. Generous 
donations from the New Ipswich Fire Department and Craig Dudley of 
Systems and Communications Sciences, Inc. provided necessary 
funding. This program’s mission is to actively promote the use of 
protective headgear while making it a positive and fun program for 
the children. 


Due to a donation from Vanguard Mfg., a set of bleachers can now be 
found at the Babe Ruth field. Thanks to Bob Kincaid and Dan 
Salmonson for their help in completing this project. Vanguard also 
graciously sandblasted and repainted benches located on the pool 
deck. 


Numerous complaints were voiced this summer about the poor 
condition of the playing surface of our tennis courts. Tiere 
imperative that 500 linear feet of cracks be filled, and the courts 
be resurfaced. A warrant article for $3,500.00 is on the ballot 
this year to remedy the situation. If the courts are not 
maintained, they soon will not be usable. New courts would cost 
about $40,000. The recreation committee asks for your support on 
this article. 


In the area of improvements this year, the 2 year project for the 
new dugouts in the middle ball field were completed under the 
supervision of committee member Bob Kincaid. The 35 Wea es 
construction, funded through a recent warrant article, replaced two 
unsafe and dilapidated dugouts. The project took extensive man 
hours by numerous individuals. The recreation committee would like 
to thank the businesses and individuals that donated their labor 
and supplies to make this project a success. (Please find below a 
list of the volunteers.) 
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The millennium and our 250° celebration is upon us and the 
recreation department has some great events planned as well as some 
new ideas on the burner. We strive to improve the recreational 
activities that exist and our goal is to create more programs for 
all ages.

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POOL 


As new recreation director with no experience with commercial pools 
I was very apprehensive facing the upcoming summer pool season. 
Selena Liubakka, pool director from the previous year, was not 
returning so I was fortunate that Grace Shaw volunteered numerous 
hours acclimating me with the policies and procedures of the pool, 
not to mention the extensive duties of pool set up and maintenance. 
It became apparent early on that the pool needed lots of work. 
After removing the cover on the pool, we ran into our first major 
problem. The pool was leaking approximately 50 gallons of water 
per hour and the level dropped below the skimmer buckets to allow 
filtration. Professionals came in and informed us we had numerous 
problems--cracked skimmer buckets, surface cracks, damaged pool 
coping stones, missing tiles, broken chemical controller. 
Fortunately after divers came to inspect, we found gum stuck in the 
hydro-static value in the 12 foot diving well area and the leak was 
fixed two days before opening our first session of swimming 
lessons. Although we did not have budgeted money to fix all of the 
other major maintenance problems, we worked around them, bandaged 
others and opened the pool for the season. 


The recreation committee took a positive step by hiring Meredith 
Lund as Pool Director. Her efficient and professional attitude 
guided the pool and its staff to a successful season. Again this 
year, we offered three sessions of swimming lessons for children of 
ages 2 and up. Water safety instructors, Kendal Lund, Molly Goss, 
Troy Shaw, Kate Gautreau and Dom Viglione kept busy and did an 
excellent job instructing close to 400 students who signed up for 
various levels of swimming lessons. I took the extensive 12 week 
lifeguard certification program myself as well as Jessica Sharp, 
Josh Gautreau, Lianne Maki, Krystin Morin and Nick Salmonson and 
joined returning lifeguard Ashley Salmonson. Kendahl Lund and 
Jessica Sharp instructed the aquaerobics program weekly and intend 
to expand the program next season. The lifeguards were excellent 
this year and Meredith Lund held weekly guard meetings reviewing 
rescue skills and pool policies. I would like to thank swim team 
coach Kendahl Lund and assistant coach Nick Salmonson who led the 
New Ipswich Breakers Swim Team to an undefeated regular competition 
season and third in the annual Milford Rotary meet. The team this 
year consisted of 30 swimmers ranging in age from seven to 
eighteen. The team has high hopes for next season and welcomes 
anyone to join. 
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The Recreation Committee had concerns with budget limitations and 
keeping the pool running efficiently and professionally. 
Fortunately, Friends of Recreation (F.O.R.) helped out again with 
funds to run numerous programs at the pool (the infant “baby 
Bobbers” class, aquaerobics and our swim team, “The New Ipswich 
Breakers”). Friends of Recreation also split costs for new 
lifeguard uniforms, flutter boards for lessons and other much 
needed supplies. An end of the year pool party was sponsored by 
F.O.R. to help raise funds for other small improvements but the 
fact is that the pool is in desperate need of capital improvements. 
Money has been put aside each year in a Pool Capital Reserve fund, 
but the improvement totals add up to at least three times more than 
has already been saved. The committee will ask for the amount 
saved each year in the reserve fund to be doubled as well as submit 
a few warrant articles to start on these improvements. Eleven 
years ago $170,000 was raised to build the pool. No “major” 
Maintenance has been done to the pool ever since. The pool is 
starting to show its usage and now it’s time to start fixing major 
components before the pool gets to a point where it cannot be 
opened. The committee’s plan is to work on specific projects 
within the next few years through warrant articles and the money in 
the pool capital reserve fund. Past warrant articles have granted 
us a much needed pool house roof, which was done in October, anda 
new shelter awning constructed in June for young children and sun 
sensitive people on the pool deck. The pool is a great asset to 
the community and offers many programs to hundreds of children and 
adults each summer. Let’s keep that in mind when it comes to 
supporting the pool in the future.

The purpose of the Conservation Commission is to insure the 
“proper utilization and protection of the natural resources and 
for the protection of watershed resources of the said city or 
town” (RSA 36-A). Commission activities are directly related 
to this purpose. Activities for 1999 are outlined below: 


In September, Carolyn Mercer, a long-time Commission member, 
passed away. Carolyn was one of New Ipswich’s most dedicated 
volunteers, and one of its finest citizens. She gave 
countless hours to the Town of New Ipswich, hoping to make 
the lives of its current and future citizens just a little 
bit better. 


Carolyn was involved in numerous activities to protect New 
Ipswich’s most endangered natural resource, its water. She 
spent countless hours surveying and testing New Ipswich’s 
streams and ponds, and teaching others about them. She alone 
was responsible for the formation of a group of volunteers 
known as the "Stream Team", whose purpose is to monitor the 
water quality of New Ipswich’s many streams. Under her able 
leadership, a long-term project was started to inventory all 
the streams and ponds of New Ipswich. 


Carolyn’'s knowledge, energy and friendship will be greatly 
missed by the Commission and the Town of New Ipswich. 


Surveying and analysis of the town’s surface waters continued 
in 1999. The purpose of this program is to. establish 
evaluation criteria for future surveys and to protect this 
valuable resource. 


The Commission published a series of Green Sheets in 1999. 
The Green Sheets provide information to the public on various 
conservation and environmental issues. 


Water quality testing was done for selected streams and the 
results were analyzed and compared to past results. The 
purpose of testing is to protect the town’s water quality. 


The Commission’s web site has become an excellent way to 
inform the town’s residents of the Commission’s activities. 
It is also being used by townspeople to search for 
information on numerous environmental and conservation 
issues, and to access other internet links listed on the 
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Commission’s web site. 


After a long search, the Commission has found a capable 
individual to fill the vacancy of Tree Warden. Don Bartlett 
assumed his duties at mid-year and has been busy planning a 
number of activities, including tree plantings and an 
outreach program for the schools. 


The Commission erected a sign to identify the Gridley River, 
which begins in New Ipswich and flows into Sharon and 
Jaffrey, before merging with the Contoocook River. Members 
of the Commission put the sign at the intersection of the 
Gridley River and Route 124. It is hoped this will encourage 
the public to recognize and protect this important water 
stream. 


Commission members attended a meeting at Hampshire Country 
School for a presentation on options for protecting the 
school’s property. The school has 1200 acres of land in New 
Ipswich. The school's land is a valuable natural resource 
and the Commission gave its full support for the protection 
of this land. | 


The Conservation Commission wrote a letter supporting the 
Souhegan River Watershed Association’s plan to protect the 
Souhegan River. 


Members of the Commission assisted the Souhegan River 
Watershed Association in performing a survey of the river. 


The Commission reviewed wetlands applications and assisted 
citizens in complying with wetlands laws. The purpose of the 
laws is to protect the town’s wetlands and its water quality. 


The Commission hosted its 10th annual “Fall Foliage” hike in 
October. The purpose of these annual hikes is to inform the 
public about the value of conservation lands. 


Members of the Commission’s Lands Committee performed their 
annual monitoring visits to conservation easements managed by 
the Commission. 


The Commission maintained trails and bridges on the town’s 
conservation lands. These trails are available for the use 
and enjoyment of the town’s citizens. 


The Commission monitored timber-harvesting operations to 
ensure wetland violations are not occurring and that Best 
Management Practices (BMPs) are being followed. Poor timber 
harvesting operations can have a negative impact on town 
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streams and their aquatic life. 


e Commission members attended the annual meeting of the New 
Hampshire Association of Conservation Commissions (NHACC). 
The annual meeting educates new Commission members, informs 
Commissions about state laws affecting their activities and 
provides an exchange of information between Commissions. 


e The Commission would like to give special thanks to the 
volunteers who helped in stream inventories and water quality 
monitoring.
